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MESSAGE FROM THE CHAIR 


In fiscal year 1993-94, the Board’s caseload grew by 11 percent. J am 
pleased to report, however, that the Board was able to process 35 percent 
more cases compared to the previous fiscal year. This accomplishment was 
largely due to the Board streamlining administrative policies and 
procedures while still delivering a caring and compassionate compensation 
programme for victims of violent crime. 


Both staff and Board members have participated in a number of outreach 
activities to legal aid clinics, victims’ groups and other agencies serving 
victims. These initiatives enhanced the program’s accessibility to its clients 
and improved the public’s awareness of the Criminal Injuries 
Compensation Board. 


The Board also embarked upon the development of a new case 
management system designed to provide even better delivery of programme 
services to the public. The completion of this system is scheduled for fiscal 


year 1995-96. 


I am confident that the Board, with its strong partnership with the legal 
community, the police, medical practioners, therapists, social workers, and 
other caregivers, will continue to serve the needs of victims of crime in 
Ontario. 


I thank all staff and Board members for their individual contribution to 
achieving these good results.

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PROGRAM DESCRIPTION 


The Criminal Injuries Compensation Board is a quasi-judicial 
tribunal serving victims of violent crime through awards of 
compensation to applicants who qualify under the 
Compensation for Victims of Crime Act. 


Applications may be made by or on behalf of victims who have 
been injured or killed by a criminal act as defined under the 


Criminal Code R.S.C., 1985, c. C-46. 


Compensation that is awarded is intended to recognize the 
injuries the victims have suffered, whether the injuries are 
physical or mental. Compensation may be awarded for: 


e Pain and suffering, 

e Net income loss of up to a maximum of $50.00 per day, 
¢ Expenses incurred as a result of the injury or death, 

e Funeral expenses up to a maximum of $4,000.00, and 


e Maintenance of dependents or any expenses the Board 
may find to have been reasonably incurred. 


The Board recognizes that no amount of money can adequately 
compensate victims of violent crimes. 


PUBLIC OUTREACH 


The Board provides posters and pamphlets to hospital 
emergency wards and staff lounges, Court Houses, Victim- 
Witness Assistance Co-ordinators, and other establishments. 
The Board also releases copies of the daily hearing agenda to 
the media. 
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THE LEGISLATION 


The Criminal Injuries Compensation Board administers the Compensation 
for Victims of Crime Act R.S.O., 1990, c. C-24. An application for 
compensation must be made within one year of the date of the injury or 
death. The Board may extend the one-year period, as it considers warranted. 


The Board, in determining whether to make an order for compensation, has 
regard: 


@ to whether the act constitutes an act of criminal violence as defined in 
the Criminal Code R.S.C., 1985, c. C-46. This does not include an 
offense involving the use or operation of a motor vehicle other than 
assault by means of a motor vehicle; 


® to the availability of adequate and reliable evidence to support the claim 
on a balance of probability; 


@ to all relevant circumstances, including the behaviour of the victim that 
may have directly or indirectly contributed to his or her injury or death; 


® to the victim’s co-operation with, or failure to report promptly the 
offense to a law enforcement agency, especially, where this co-operation 
is vital to charging or convicting an (alleged) offender; 


® to any benefit, compensation or indemnity paid or payable to the 
applicant from any other source other than general welfare assistance or 
family benefits; 


All Board decisions are subject to review. A decision made by a two member 
panel cannot, however, be reviewed. Such a decision may be appealed to the 
Ontario Court (General Division) on a point of law. 


SUBROGATION 


The Board is subrogated to all the rights of any person to whom 
compensation is awarded under this Act, to allow recovery of damages from 
an offender by civil proceedings in respect to injury or death. In fiscal year 
1993/94, the Board recovered $32,543.53 in comparison to $49,379.77 in 
fiscal 1992/93 and $58,012.21 in fiscal year 1991/92.

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SAMPLE BOARD DECISIONS 


ASSAULT | 


Fileo27-U32 10) 


The applicant, a recent immigrant to Canada, was punched, kicked and stabbed in the eye with a knife by two male 
skin heads as he was leaving a transit station. 


The applicant was hospitalized for a week and underwent surgical repairs to the left eye. His eye sight could not be 
restored and he had to be fitted with an artificial eye. Apart from multiple bruising and lacerations, the applicant 
also suffered extensive emotional trauma. 


The Board found the applicant to be a victim of a crime of violence. The Board awarded $10,000.00 for pain and 
suffering, pursuant to s.7(1)(d), and $1,507.10 for solicitor fees and disbursements. The Board also expressed its 
readiness to meet reasonable counselling costs not covered by any other source. 


Pile22-073595 


The applicant, who weighed about 150 pounds, was assaulted by a 250 pound security guard while on the property 
of a public housing authority. The applicant had received written notice that he was prohibited from going on 
authority property. However the applicant believed that since he was on the public street bordering on the housing 
authority property the guard had no power to arrest him. 


The applicant was severely injured in the altercation. He suffered a hyper extension injury of the left knee with 
damage to an artery resulting in an avascular left foot. Although the applicant was irregular in his attendance at a 
physiotherapy clinic the opinion of the orthopaedic surgeon was that this type of injury would result in permanent 
residual dysfunction of the knee. 


The Board found that, although the applicant had contributed to his injuries by resisting the authority of the 
security guard,the guard had failed to use other less physical methods of asserting his authority and had assaulted the 
applicant. The Board, therefore, awarded the applicant $4,000.00 for pain and suffering pursuant to s.7 (1)(d). 


File 922-031749 


The applicant was driving his car down a major city street at two o’clock in the morning when he saw two men 
assaulting another man. The applicant got out of his car and attempted to talk the two assailants into stopping their 
assault on the mismatched third man. The offenders punched the applicant and continued assaulting him for about 
five minutes then fled the scene. Two witnesses, however, followed the offenders on to a bus and asked the driver to 
call the police. Both offenders were subsequently convicted. The applicant was awarded a civilian citation by the 
Police Services Board. 
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The applicant had suffered damage to four front teeth which required several root canals, gum grafting surgery and 
extensive bridge work from at least three dentists. Though most of the dental work was done soon after the incident, 
the teeth replacement was done a year and a half later. The applicant’s dental insurance had not covered all the 
costs and he had gone without front teeth until he had money to have the work completed. Insurance covered five 
days of his eight day loss of income. 


The Board found the applicant to be a victim of a crime of violence under section 5(c) of the Compensation for 
Victims of Crime Act, the ‘Good Samaritan’ provision. The Board awarded $3,500.00 for pain and suffering, pursuant 
tos. 7(1)(d); $150.00 for loss of income; and $3,568.69 for dental expenses, prescription medication and hospital 
expenses. 


File 922-028517 


The alleged offender and four other friends had been drinking to celebrate the successful completion of a course. 
Part of the celebration consisted of throwing snowballs at passing cars. The applicant’s car was struck by one of these 
snowballs. The applicant and a friend, Mr. X, immediately got out of their car. The alleged offender attempted to 
apologize but the apology was not accepted. Two fights then broke out in which the applicant attacked the alleged 
offender and Mr. X attacked another. When the applicant and Mr. X emerged as victors the others said they had had 
enough and they began to separate. The applicant had suffered little or no injury at this time. Mr. X, however, then 
drew a knife and, as someone shouted a warning, the alleged offender turned around and punched the applicant in 
the face knocking him to the ground. His head hit the pavement and he lay unconscious. The alleged offender and 
his friends pulled the applicant onto the boulevard before running away. The applicant suffered serious brain and 
other injuries and was left dependent in all self care activities. 


The alleged offender was found not guilty at trial since he had acted in self defence. Though the alleged offender 
and his four friends had behaved inappropriately they had apologized and had attempted to avoid a fight. There was 
no crime of violence or injury suffered during the snowball incident. The fights had been initiated by the applicant 
and Mr. X. For this reason, the applicant could not be found compensable as a result of the fight with the alleged 
offender. The judge found no criminal intent in the alleged offender's action when he punched the applicant and 
therefore, no act of criminal violence had been committed against the applicant. Mr. X, however, did commit a 
crime of violence. Although that act was not directed at the applicant, had Mr. X not acted as he did, the alleged 
offender would not have felt the need to punch the applicant in self defence. The Board had to decide whether the 
applicant could be awarded compensation for an injury inadvertently sustained as a result of a crime of violence 
directed at a party other than the applicant himself. The Board referred to the reasoning in a judgement of the 
Divisional Court setting aside an earlier decision of this Board. Compensation had been denied to an applicant who 
was injured when she intervened after a fight broke out between two men. The Court found that she had been 
injured because the two men were committing a crime of violence and was therefore compensable. This Board 
found that although the crime of violence in this incident was not aimed directly at the applicant he had been 
injured as a result of its commission. The Board, therefore, awarded $16,000.00 for pain and suffering, to be paid to 
the Public Trustee and administered on behalf of the applicant; $6,014.47 to be paid to the applicant’s mother to 
reimburse the cost of prosthetic devices, transporting the applicant to treatment, prescription drugs and cost of 
travelling to the Hearing. 
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File 922-031067 


A 77 year old applicant alleged that he had been assaulted by a police officer who had arrested him for speeding at 
94 km per hour in a 60 km per hour zone. In his statement, the applicant said he had continued to drive two 
hundred yards before becoming aware that the policeman wanted him to stop. The police officer estimated the 
distance at double the applicant's. Both agreed that the applicant got out of his car and did not produce his licence 
and insurance on request. The officer stated at the Hearing that the applicant’s reply was immersed in obscene 
invective and read out from his notes what the applicant had said. When the applicant refused to identify himself 
the officer called for back up, and handcuffed the applicant and placed him in the back seat. A struggle ensued 
which may have led to strain on the applicant. An investigation by police and the Public Complaints Bureau found 
no use of excessive force on the part of the police officer. The investigator for the Complaints Bureau told the Board 
that the applicant had been concerned not only over the fine for the ticket but about higher insurance premiums 
and had offered to withdraw his complaint if the ticket was dropped. 


The applicant was treated in hospital for slight injuries. 


The Board found that the applicant had created the confrontation by his speeding and refusal to comply with lawful 
requests. The Board was unable to find the applicant a victim of a crime of violence and denied the application. 


File 922-031316 


The applicant, a 43 year old dispatcher for a towing company, sustained injuries at his place of work when his 
employer, in a fit of temper, kicked the applicant’s chair knocking him into the desk. The applicant testified before 
the Board that his employer was apparently annoyed because a new account had just complained about slow 
dispatch of a towing vehicle. The applicant did not report the incident to the police claiming that a criminal. 
conviction would harm his employer's police contract and his employer’s father was a retired police officer. 


The applicant sought medical attention one week after the occurrence and by that time had already obtained 
another similar job. 


The Board concluded that on a balance of probabilities the applicant was a victim of a crime of violence as described 
in S. 5(a) of the Act. However, the Board, pursuant to S.17(2) of the Act, took into account the applicant's failure 
to promptly report the offence to police and denied the application. The Board did order payment to the applicant’s 
solicitor in the amount of $500.00 for medical and physiotherapy reports relating to the claim. 


ATTEMPTED 





MURDER / MURDER 


File 922-031044 


The offender terrorized, sexually assaulted, harassed,stalked and threatened to kill the applicant on previous 
occasions. On the day of the occurrence, the offender fired a gun shot at the applicant. The applicant's parents, in 
an attempt to keep the offender away from their daughter, were killed. The offender attempted to kill the applicant 
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but was unsuccessful. The offender was charged and convicted of two counts of first degree murder and one count of 
attempted murder. He was sentenced to life imprisonment for each offence. 


The applicant was treated by both a psychologist and a psychiatrist for ‘panic obsessive and compulsive ruminations’, 
depression, nightmares, paranoia, insecurity, loss of attention span, social withdrawal and psychological trauma. Her 
life was affected in every way; she felt unable to drive or go out alone at night, walk alone at any time or go to 
shopping malls alone. She was also concerned about the effects there might be on the child she was expecting and 
was considering relocating for her own security and that of her family. At the time of the hearing, the applicant 
continued to live with traumatic memories and continued to feel a real fear that her life remained in danger. 


The Board awarded $20,000.00 for pain and suffering pursuant to s. 7(1)(d); $2,349.35 for expenses (security system, 


moving expenses etc.); and $1,750.00 for loss of income. 


File 922-028788 
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_ The victim, then aged ten, and another child had picked up a piece of rope, taken it to a park, and used it to swing 


from a tree. Unfortunately, the victim ended up with the rope around his neck. An adult nearby noticed the victim 
in a kneeling position below the branch of the tree. Though the police considered the incident an ‘accident’, his 
family believed that the victim had been criminally attacked by an older boy who had put a rope around his neck 
and hit him on the head. The victim’s mother testified that she had noticed a bump on the victim’s head and a 
doctor confirmed that the bump could have been caused by a blow to the head. Another witness agreed with the 
applicant that a child could not tie the type of knot used on the branch which was nearly six feet from the ground. 


The victim suffered severe hypoxic-ischemic brain insult and neurogenic pulmonary edema resulting from severe 
brain hypoxia. At age 13 the victim required constant supervision for safety, assistance in bathing and clothing 
himself and was even unable to brush his teeth. He suffered from severe memory and cognitive deficits and would 
need supervision for the rest of his life. His chances of being employed except in a sheltered environment were 
slight. 


The Board found that there was no evidence to suggest that the rope came from the victim’s house or that he had 
been suicidal. The victim had told the applicant that a boy of the same age as his sixteen year old brother had put a 
rope around his neck and hit him. Given the nature of his injuries, the victim was not likely to have made those 
claims except as an unbiased response to the situation in which he had found himself. The Board found on a balance 
of probability that the victim had indeed been injured as a result of the commission of a crime of violence. The 
kneeling position he was found in suggested that he had been knocked out before being hanged. The Board awarded 
$25,000.00 for pain and suffering to be deposited with the Accountant of the Ontario Court (General Division) and 
held until the victim attained the age of eighteen in 1998. Under Section 22 of the Compensation for Victims of 
Crime Act, $33.60 was awarded to the applicant for his costs in attending the hearing and $46.00 to a police witness 
for his travelling costs and witness fees. The Board also awarded $400.00 to the solicitor to cover legal costs. 
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CRIMINAL 


NEGLIGENCE 





File 922-029347, 922-029680 & 922-034759 


These three applicants were all infected with the HIV between the years 1989 and 1991 by the same alleged 
offender, who had been served with an order under the Health Protection and Promotion Act not to engage in sexual 
acts involving the penetration of himself or another person. The alleged offender died after the trial but before the 
judge could release his verdict as to the alleged offender's guilt or innocence on charges of criminal negligence. The 
alleged offender and the victims infected by him shared a type of the virus not otherwise found in North America. 
The effects of the infection upon the three applicants have been devastating. 


The Board found that on a balance of probability the applicants were victims of crimes of violence and therefore 
compensable under Section 5 (a) of the Compensation for Victims of Crime Act. The Board found that each person 
must accept some responsibility for the consequences of unprotected sexual intercourse and applied the provisions of 


Section 17 (1) of the Act. The Board awarded the three applicants $15,000.00 for pain and suffering; $3,500.00 for 


funeral expenses; and $2,288.82 to the solicitors involved as a contribution toward legal costs and disbursements. 


The decision was appealed to Divisional Court and the award was raised to $25,000.00 for each of the applicants. 


Pile Oo it 


The applicant, an OPP Constable, was injured while engaged in a high speed chase of a stolen vehicle which he 
attempted to stop with a “rolling block”. The driver of the stolen vehicle did not slow down but accelerated and 
twice rammed the police cruiser from behind. 


The applicant sustained a soft tissue injury and was prescribed anti-inflammatory medicine together with 
physiotherapy. At the time of the hearing, the applicant was still experiencing periodic back pain and stiffness. 


The Board found the common law principles of negligence were relevant and that both by act and omission the 
suspect failed to fulfil the duty of care and did, as a result, collide with the applicant’s car, causing the applicant 
bodily harm. The offender was, therefore, criminally negligent causing bodily harm contrary to Section 221 of the 
Criminal Code of Canada. The Board awarded the applicant $2,000.00 for pain and suffering pursuant to Section 
5(b) of the Act. The amount of the award was in keeping with other Board awards for injuries of a similar nature 
and of comparable severity. 


File 922-029314 


The applicant, a subway driver, was pulling into a station when a woman jumped in front of the subway train. The 
applicant was unable to stop the train in time to prevent the death of the woman. 


The applicant was diagnosed by a psychiatrist as suffering from a post-traumatic stress disorder. He was unable to 


return to driving trains until three months after the incident. In the meantime, after a few days leave, he drove 
buses. The applicant continued under psychiatric care for about one year. 


Criminal Injuries Compensation’ Board 1993-1994 19 


In order to be compensable, applicants must satisfy the Board that they have been injured by an act of criminal 
violence. Suicide is not a crime under the Criminal Code of Canada. The Board was not convinced that the suicide 
victim had been guilty of criminal negligence. For these reasons and because the applicant’s psychological incapacity 
did not meet the standard required for the injury of Mental or Nervous Shock, the Board denied the application. 
The Board, however, awarded $500.00 to the applicant’s solicitor as a contribution to legal costs under Section 22 of 
the Compensation for Victims of Crime Act. 


MENTAL 





NERVOUS SHOCK 


File 922-021164 


The applicant heard kicking at his door and saw the offender, who was the applicant’s tenant in the lower unit, 
standing outside. The offender had a firearm and threatened to blow the applicant’s head off if he did not open the 
door. The offender then forced the applicant to go to the lower apartment where he was terrorized for two hours. 
The offender, who was under the influence of alcohol and drugs, loaded and unloaded his three guns and fired at the 
applicant when they were unloaded. The offender pushed a gun into the applicant’s hand and threatened to blow off 
his head if the applicant did not shoot him. Although he tried to shoot to the side, he managed to shoot the 
offender in the stomach. He ran to a neighbour's house and called for police and ambulance. The applicant was 
charged with attempted murder but was cleared in the investigation the next day. 


The applicant was not physically injured. The doctor’s report, however, described the depression suffered by the 
applicant. The applicant suffered chronic anxiety, insomnia, nausea and pain and was unable to function at 
anything like his normal level. The applicant was almost totally incapacitated for four to six months after the event. 
He returned to work after three weeks but was unable to perform up to his standard and resigned. 


The Board found that the applicant had suffered Mental or Nervous Shock and awarded $7,500.00 for pain and 
suffering; $250.00 for loss of income; and $75.00 for expenses to attend the Hearing. The Solicitor was also awarded 
$450.00 for legal costs and $63.00 for expenses to attend the Hearing. 


File 922-031695 
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The bank, where the applicant worked, was held up by an armed offender with a sawed-off shotgun who ordered the 
applicant and the other employees into the vault. 


The applicant was not physically injured but sustained emotional, mental and psychological injuries. The applicant’s 
therapist reported that she suffered from anxiety and sleep disturbances but felt that the prognosis was excellent and 
that the disability was temporary. The applicant reported, that after the four sessions of therapy, her anxiety, 
nightmares and paranoia were much less and that she could concentrate better though she still felt suspicious of 
people and less friendly and trusting toward clients. The applicant was understandably anxious and had sought 
professional help. 
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Although a traumatic experience for the applicant and a terrible example of random crime, the Board, sympathetic 
as it was to the applicant, was unable to find that she had suffered mental or nervous shock. The application, 
therefore, was denied. 


File 922-034465 


The applicant’s 23 year old son was severely beaten on the head during a fight. Three days later his son was removed 
from life support systems and the offender was charged with second degree murder. The applicant made a claim for a 
variety of funeral expenses, loss of income and pain and suffering. 


The Board was unable to reimburse the funeral expenses since they had been paid for by a private insurance policy 
of $22,374.10. The applicant had missed seven days of work and received $415.21 covering the first five days of the 
absence. The Board compensates for lost income at the rate of $50.00 a day from which any benefits received are 
deducted. The Board was, therefore, unable to compensate for lost income. Although the applicant suffered 
tremendously from the horrible and traumatic death of his son the only injury for which the applicant could be 
considered compensable was that of Mental or Nervous Shock. This is a legal term which requires responses above 
and beyond those which might be reasonably expected of anyone given the same set of circumstances. There was 
not enough evidence submitted to substantiate a claim for Mental or Nervous Shock, therefore, the Board also 
denied this aspect of the application. Although the Board found the son to be a victim of a crime of violence the 
application was denied. 


File 9227076150 


The applicant filed an application on her own behalf as a result of the sexual abuse of her daughter by the applicant’s 
boyfriend. The applicant had not suffered any physical injuries in these occurrences, therefore, the only basis for her 
claim was ‘nervous shock’. The applicant had neither sought nor received psychiatric treatment. Her therapist 
reported that the applicant had felt grief stricken, agitated, guilt, helplessness and difficulty in concentrating on the 
courses she was pursuing. She had to cope with the trauma her daughter was suffering, and the break-up of her own 
relationship. The applicant had been able to provide the necessary support for her daughter and, though at a 
reduced level, had been able to function in caring for her daughter, doing her schooling and some volunteer work. 
The therapist reported that the counselling revealed earlier repressed memories of abuse the applicant had herself 


suffered as a child. 


The Board decided that the stress and trauma suffered by the applicant did not constitute the injury, nervous shock. 
The trauma was the natural reaction to the abuse of her daughter. The ongoing therapy seemed to be directed to the 
applicant’s own childhood trauma and sexual abuse. The Board, therefore, suggested that the applicant consider 
submitting an application for the abuse she herself suffered as a child. Since the applicant had not sustained the 
injury of nervous shock the application was denied. The Board, however, awarded $400.00 for legal costs to her 
solicitor under Section 22 of the Compensation for Victims of Crime Act. Under the same provision the Board 
awarded $550.00 to a witness for her written report and attendance at the Hearing. 
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SEXUAL ASSAULT 


File 922-030873 





The applicant filed a claim on behalf of her daughter, a minor, who was allegedly sexually and physically assaulted by 
her father. The applicant indicated that her daughter's sister had been sexually assaulted by her husband and he was 
convicted on five counts of sexual assault. Her husband was primarily responsible for his daughter’s care and spent 
large amounts of time at home alone with her. The applicant noted that her daughter suddenly displayed great 
distress when her mother attempted to remove or change her diaper or to apply cream to her bottom. This 
behaviour ceased when the alleged offender was no longer around the household. The minor's doctor found no 
evidence of sexual abuse but observed that the child was uncomfortable with having her diaper removed. 


The applicant also described an incident of physical assault in which her husband came home drunk and punched 
his daughter in the stomach because she was crying. The applicant stated that when she picked up her daughter, she 
observed that the wind was knocked out of her and she was gasping for breath. No medical attention was sought 
regarding any injuries. 


On a balance of probabilities, the Board was not satisfied that the minor had been sexually assaulted but the Board 
was satisfied that she was physically assaulted by her father. The Board, therefore, awarded $1000.00 for pain and 
suffering pursuant to S.7(1)(d) of the Act. This amount and accrued interest shall be paid to the minor on her 18th 
birthday. 


File 922-025441 


While at a church picnic, the offender, who had grown up with the applicant in their country of origin, grabbed the 
applicant and pinned her to the ground. The offender expressed his sexual interest in her and in spite of all her 
efforts to resist him, he threatened to tell the members of the community that the two of them were having an affair 
unless she agreed to meet him. The offender forced her to meet him on a number of occasions to perform fellatio on 
him and take part in anal and vaginal sexual intercourse. After the offender demanded that she pay him $100.00 a 
week or he would publicize their ‘affair’ and disgrace her and her family, the applicant finally broke down and told 
her husband about her ordeal. 


The applicant suffered emotionally and psychologically, as a result of the abuse. She suffered severe post-traumatic 
syndrome disorder and is required to take sedatives every night. The occurrences and the subsequent criminal 
proceedings, in which the offender was convicted, traumatized the applicant and her family. 

The Board noted the applicant’s cultural background and considered the element of cultural terrorism involved in 


these sexual assaults. The Board, therefore, awarded $16,000.00 for pain and suffering; $1,205.00 for prescription 
medications; $297.00 for lost income; $400.00 for legal fees; and $60.00 for the translator’s services. 


File 922-034604 


The 43 year old male applicant had lived a troubled life. He was diagnosed as suffering from a situational crisis with 
self-mutilatory behaviour and suicidal ideation with schizophrenia in remission. After hospitalization for self- 
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mutilation, the applicant began treatment with a psychiatrist. During the course of therapy, the applicant recalled 
severe childhood sexual and physical abuse at the hands of his father and brother. The applicant remembered being 
raped by his father and being forced to perform oral sex. He also remembered being beaten and abused, almost every 
day; humiliated, criticized and almost murdered by his father and brother. The constant abuse was later confirmed by 
his sister and mother. 


The constant abuse the applicant experienced contributed to low self-esteem and self-worth. He suffered severe 
depression and anxieties. He also suffered from drinking problems. The applicant later began to attend Alcoholics 
Anonymous and started rebuilding his life and family relationships. 


The Board found the applicant compensable. The Board did not award for loss of income because this claim was 
speculative. The Board, however, awarded $8,000.00 for pain and suffering pursuant to s. 7(1)(d) and drew attention 
to s.25 of the Act should the applicant require more counselling. 


File 922-030314 


The applicant, a university student was working on a research project involving street people when she met the 
offender. He had been very useful in helping her to meet and interview people for her project. The offender 
suggested a Gypsy woman as an interviewee and set up a meeting with the woman in a motel. While awaiting the 
arrival of the Gypsy, the offender’s mood changed and he produced a knife and warned her not to scream. The 
offender held the applicant against her will for several hours and forced intercourse on her three times. He agreed to 
seek psychiatric help if she did not report the matter to the police. The offender then dropped her off at the hospital. 
The applicant reported the attacks to the police, when she realized that the offender was not seeking help. The 
offender had made numerous threats on the applicant’s life including one made in open court during the trial. 


The applicant was diagnosed by a therapist as suffering from post-traumatic stress disorder. Some of the symptoms 
include psychosomatic disorders, dissociation, panic/claustrophobic attacks and depression. 


The Board having regard to all the circumstances including the nature and gravity of the injuries sustained, awarded 
$15,000.00 for pain and suffering, pursuant to s.7(1)(d); $1,689.25 for expenses; and $190.00 in pecuniary losses; 
and $350.00 was awarded to the solicitor for legal costs. 


Pile g22-030226 


The applicant went to a walk-in clinic because she suspected she might be pregnant. The doctor who saw the 
applicant, conducted a physical examination in a manner which was inappropriate to determine pregnancy. He was 
charged with sexual assault but committed suicide before the completion of the court proceedings. 


Asa result of the occurrence the applicant sustained psychological injury and was referred to a counsellor by her 
family doctor. The therapist viewed the applicant’s symptoms as consistent with post-traumatic stress syndrome. 


The Board found that the applicant was a victim of a crime of violence and awarded $3,000.00 for pain and 


suffering pursuant to s. 17(1)(d) and $2,578.00 for counselling expenses, incurred up to the date of the Hearing, 
pursuant to s.17(1)(a) 


Criminal Injuries Compensation Board 1993-1994 23 


File922203 1809 


The victim suffered significant and substantial physical, emotional and sexual abuse while living under the care of 
her biological mother. The victim remembered being burned with matches and being struck frequently with a 
broom. She also remembers being sexually abused by a young male neighbour baby sitter, raped by her stepfather, 
exposed and subjected to violent satanic cult pornography and ritual abuse. 


Although the victim had suffered from physical abuse, the long term injuries were primarily psychological. The 
victim’s dramatic acting-out behaviour, nightmares and suicidal ideation reflected that of a severely abused young 
woman experiencing tremendous emotional turmoil. She has been diagnosed with Multiple Personality Disorder. 


The Board awarded a maximum lump sum award of $25,000.00 for pain and suffering with $10,000.00, of this 
amount, to be paid to the applicant for additional therapy, respite care, tutoring or other activities deemed 
appropriate and necessary and $8,200.00, of this amount, to be held in trust with the Accountant of the Ontario 
Court (General Division) in an interest-bearing account until the victim reached her 21st birthday. The Board had 
already authorized payment for therapy in the amount of $6,800.00 by Interim Order. 


File 927-027 1al3 


The applicant, a 38 year old homemaker, was physically and sexually assaulted by her husband. He forced the 
victim’s upper body into an oven, turning on the gas but the flame did not light and the applicant breathed in gas 
fumes. The applicant’s forehead was then banged on top of the stove. The victim was then dragged to her bedroom 
where her husband tried to force his fist into her vagina while she was menstruating and raped her twice. All that 
time, the applicant’s young daughters were asleep in the home. 


The applicant indicated at the hearing that she was afraid to contact the police because her husband stayed in her 
room, watching her, but he allowed her to go to the hospital when she said she was haemorrhaging. The hospital 
contacted the police who layed charges of assault causing bodily harm and sexual assault against her husband. 
However, he was found not guilty because of insufficient evidence. The applicant explained to the Board that her 
neighbours helped her with the oven before she went to the hospital and she was menstruating at the time of the 
incident so it would be difficult to find semen. 


The Board found that pursuant to sections 5(a) and 16(1), the applicant was a victim of violent crimes; that, is she 
was assaulted and sexually assaulted by her husband contrary to sections 267 and 272 of the Criminal Code, R.S.C. c. 
C-46. | 


The applicant had multiple sclerosis at the time of the attack. She suffered from repeated back and neck pain, and 
headaches as a result of this incident. In addition the victim suffered psychological injuries from years of abuse from 
her husband. Pursuant to s.7(1)(d), the Board awarded the applicant $12,000.00 for pain and suffering. The Board 
also found that the applicant’s failure to report her injuries to the police was understandable in the circumstances. 
The Board did not, therefore, reduce the amount of compensation pursuant to section 17(2). 


File 922-022895 
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The applicant alleged that she was sexually abused by her father from the age of three until the age of seventeen 
years. She also alleged ritual abuse by a cult and as a result of these experiences, she suffered from multiple 
personality disorder. 
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An intensive police investigation found absolutely no evidence to support her claims. In fact, the police concluded 
that the cult allegations were totally unfounded and that various police departments in North America received 
complaints, from the applicant, of numerous other cults which were pursuing her. The evidence that was submitted 
showed that the applicant had a long history of psychiatric difficulties and treatment. The fact that the applicant had 
severe emotional problems dating back to early childhood, complicated the issue of credibility. Based on considerable 
outside evidence that weighed against the applicant's allegations, the Board was not satisfied from the evidence before it 
that on the balance of probabilities, the Applicant was a victim of a crime of violence and that she had suffered injuries 
as a result of the alleged crimes. The application, therefore, was denied. 


File 922-027179 


The application was submitted on behalf of a Crown Ward who had suffered violent and continual physical, sexual and 
ritual abuse at the hands of a number of male and female abusers. 


When taken into care, the victim was totally out of control and was suffering from stunted speech development with 
social, emotional and cognitive development delays. Although the victim had been undergoing individual therapy he 
did not yet fully understand what had happened to him. The victim’s therapy costs were publicly funded because he 
was a Crown Ward. 


The Board awarded $10,000.00 for pain and suffering made payable to the Accountant of the Ontario Court (General 
Division) and held in trust until the victim reached his 21st birthday. The Board also, drew attention to the provisions 
of Section 25 of the Compensation for Victims of Crime Act with reference to the payment of possible therapeutic costs 
when the victim was no longer a Crown Ward. 


File 922-030795 


The applicant, a former cocaine addict, requested a review hearing by a two member panel under Section 10 (1) of 
the Compensation for Victims of Crime Act. 


The applicant was knifed in a drug deal which had gone sour. His right hand had been seriously injured and the baby 
finger remained dysfunctional. The applicant claimed that he had refused to cooperate with the police because he 
could not ‘rat’ on the offenders. Hospital and police reports indicated that he had shown no remorse only aggression 
and belligerence. At the review hearing, where a police witness was present, the applicant continued in his refusal to 
identify the offenders. The applicant had requested this review because he had completely reformed. 


Although pleased that he had rehabilitated himself, the Board had to make its decision with regard to the 
applicant’s actions and attitude at the time of the incident and in its aftermath. The denial was upheld but the 
Board ordered $175.00 to be paid to the applicant for loss of income to attend the original hearing, pursuant to s. 22 
of the Act . 
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File 922-031148 


The applicant requested a review hearing of an earlier Board decision denying his application for compensation. 
The applicant and a male friend had been assaulted and robbed by several youths. The applicant claimed to have 
been punched in the nose. The male friend reported the incident to the police early the following afternoon. Soon 
after the incident, an unidentified person had called the police about an assault in the area where the applicant and 
her friend claimed to have been assaulted. The police held several youths in prison overnight but released them 
when no victims approached them. The youths had claimed not to have assaulted anyone but to have been 
approached by someone seeking to buy drugs. 


The Board found that the applicant was attempting to buy drugs at the time of the incident and that this had 
contributed to whatever injury she may have suffered. The applicant had herself neither contacted the police nor 
sought any medical attention. Since the applicant was unable to prove the nature of the incident and relation it had 
to the injury claimed, the Board’s decision to deny compensation was upheld. 


File 922-028255 


The applicant, while walking towards a Becker's store, was confronted by two men who wanted to rob him. The 
applicant attempted to run away but was shot in the foot by one of the suspects. 


The applicant suffered a compound fracture with dislocation of the right first metatarsal joint. The applicant’s 
Doctor anticipated permanent loss of motion in the applicant’s right foot and ongoing physiotherapy and pain 
management. 


The Board found, on a balance of probability, pursuant to Section 5(a) of the Act, that the Applicant was a victim 
of a crime of violence, namely assault with a weapon contrary to Section 267 of the Criminal Code of Canada. In 
assessing compensation, the Board took into consideration that the applicant was in receipt of a disability allowance 
and did not suffer a wage loss. The Board, therefore, awarded $8,000.00 to the applicant for pain and suffering 
pursuant to Section 7(1)(d) of the Act. 


File 922-030245 
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The applicant was attacked by her estranged husband while stopped in her car waiting for a street light to change. 
The applicant’s husband, got out of his car, smashed her window and attempted to kill her by strangling and stabbing 
her with a knife. The offender later pleaded guilty to aggravated assault under section 268 of the Criminal Code. 


Apart from the knife wounds to her head and elbow, the main injury the applicant sustained, was a huge 
haematoma to her head which was 4 inches in diameter. The injuries sustained have rendered the applicant with a 
permanent disability that would make it difficult for her to go back to paid employment. 


The Board considered the nature and gravity of the injuries sustained, along with the subsequent required treatment 
and the continued symptoms. Pursuant to Section 5(1)(d) of the Act, the Board awarded $12,000 for pain and 
suffering. The Board also awarded a monthly periodic payment of $320.00 for 26 months to cover basic living 
expenses that were not covered by the applicant’s insurance company. Periodic payment was awarded only until the 
applicant received Canadian Pension Plan benefits.
